| vise of the new Imperial House of German
is nbbreviated from the Berlin Staats-Anzer.
ger as regards its facts, which may be eon-
sidered, therefore, as officially anthenticated.
| The first of the Hohenzollern family honora
are traced originally to the attachment of a
certain Count Frederick von Zollern to the
Ewmperor Frederick I. He was rewarded with
the hand of the daughter and heiress of the
Burggrave (Count of the City) of Nurem-
burg in 1180, and in 1192 was publicly in-
stalled into the Burggravate, an important

imperial dignity, which continned in his
family for six succeeding generations. The
Burggraves did constant good service
to the Emperors, and were usually
| in  their confidence; and the Ewmperor
Sigismund took into his especial

 trust a Durggrave Frederick of his time,

making him his chief associate in his magnifi-

cent plans for restoring the full power of the

Roman Empire and the dignity of its head.
| Part of this design was to be carried out by
the elevation of his friend to the kingship of
Rome. This was never carried ont, but by
| way of preparing the way for such a dignity
the Emperor made the Burggrave the Mar-
quisate of Drandenburg, with the rank of
Elector, in 1415, and Frederiok I, the first
Elector, was solemnly invested with the digui-
tieg of his office in May, 1417. The House of
Zollern, or Hohenzollern as it now came to be
called, was thus transplanted from South to
North Germany solely by Imperial favor,
and became the chief guardian of the

empire against  BScelavonic  aggressiom,
This charge was abundantly justified,
ag all readers of modern history

know. True, the part played by the Hohen-
zollerns in the Thirty Years' War was not
very brilliant or honorable. But by pacific
means or warlike exertions they maintained
their border land constantly intact, and fre-
quently enlarged the marquisate, until, 261
{:earﬁ after the exaltation of his family to the
Clectorate, Frederick III plased the royal
crown on his own head in the palace at Ko-
nigsberg, and declared himself King of Prus-
sia on the 18th of January, 1701. We nesd
not repeat here how the kingdom has grown
into the empire, for to do so thoroughly

would be to write (he whole his-
tory of [Europse for the last 170
years. Of course all this growth has been

under the law of self-defense. The Prussians
are a very moderate race, given chiefly to
culture, and may be truster%never to go to
war unless wantonly provoked. Aud we live,
as every one can see plainly, in a very pacifie
age. Sull, this steady, unstayed absorbing

rowth snggests some unpleasant reflections
or the nerghbors of the new Empire, when
they remember that it may by-mg-by prove
to be the legal heir, with all the legal claims,
of the old Empire of Germany, to whose
chiefs the ancestors of the Hohenzollerns
owed their first steps of greatness,

—Really, fact is stranger than fiction. It
is a reasonable opinion held by many that the
Second Empire in France owed its existence
to the legend of the First Napoleon, as it was
told in the skilful pages of M, Thiers. The
First Napoleon exhausted F'rance, and brought
kis congnerors to take possession of Paris,
But that is not all. During the most brilliant
period of the First Emperor, France was in-
ternally in great distress—without commerce
and exhausted by the destruction of men and
the want of money. Had the tale been told
not by such a one-sided rhetorician as Thiers,
and decorated by such a poet as Beranger, but
truthfully by such an historian aa M. Lanf rey,
Louis Napoleon would never have dreamed
his dream, his empire wonld never have come
into existence. He did, however, dream his
dream, bis empire came into existence, and
endured for nearly twenty years, and during
its continuance France enjoyed an amount ef
material prosperity and a growth of com-
merce, manufactures, and wealth to which
her past history had furnished no parallel,
Not many months have passed since the Em-

ror made an appeal to the Frenoch people
in effect requiring an answex to the question
whether &:ay were #o far satisfled with
his government as to desire that he should
not be controlled without an appeal to them,
Botween seven and eight million Frenchmen
by their votes in effect approved his rule,
the negative votes being comparatively fow.
Badowa was fought, Prussia grew great, and
Germany was consolidating into a mighty

power, M. Thiers said France ought
not to have permitted another
people to grow  great. Franoce

was great, and ought to be great, and that
the greatness of a neighbor was a detraction
from her greatness, and therefore ought mnot
to have been permitted, and ought not to be
endured. 'This view, maintained and propa-
gated by M. Thiers, was indirectly a causs—
perhaps the cause—of the war which has
created the German Ewpire, and has proved
so disastrous to France. With the exception,
possibly, of the destruction bronght upon the
Confederate States of America by the seces-
sion war, modern history records no case of
| such a collapse of power, of such calamities
as this war bas brought upon I'rance. The
blame, the whole blame, of this collapse, of
these calamities, is laid upon the late Ewmpe-
ror. No man in France dare whisper a werd
in his favor, And the man to whom all
| France with equal unanimity resorts to
| govern the couutry, Lo obtain peace, and to
| restore the prosperity of Franoe, is M. Thisrs.
It is not proposed Lo censure or aven to gom-
ment on these facls; but sarely they are
strapge, very strange!

—The question whother Prassia is to be
absorbed into Germany or Germany is to bo
merely an aggraudized Prossia is now the
subject of warm discussion in the Prussian
l‘rreaa. The Neue Preussische Zeilu nif, whish
represents the conservative purty, or thisk-
and-thin supporters of the Goveramant,
adopts the latter view, “‘The imparial
crown,” it says, ‘*has been conguered by the
sword of Prussia. We do not undervalae the
participation of our allies; but it is a matter
of history that thia partioipation is a conse-
quence of the Prossian viectories of 1866 —a
truth which need wuot be concsaled from

our then adversaries, and which they
themselves, much to their ecredit, as.
knowledged. Now, it a Btate s

to be mainteined by the same power which
hes created it, we conclude that it is Prassia’s
ower which supports aod maintaius the
ierian empire. 1t 18 therefore all-important
that Prussia shou!d not be ahsorbed into
Germany and that its powers shoald ba fally
kept up, This is not norrow Prossianism: it
is German, becauss Prussian, patriotism.”
And, in suswer to those writers who advaoate
the adoption sud extension of Liberal prinei-
I ples in order to complete the work of German

and Btate, in our homes, and in sooisty."
—With the abolition of the purchase system
in the army, says an English r, Weé may
look for the abolition before long of the
purchase system in the Chureh, The traffio
in the ‘‘next presentation” to livin%n may be
legitimate, but it offends weaker brethren;
and considering how many of onr brethren
are becoming weaker avery day, the sooner
the praoctioe of advertising the infirmities of
age(rinonmhanm who tarry too long in their
ocomfortable berths—or, to speak more cor-
rectly, their ‘‘spheres of usefulness—is pat
an end to the better. Now that under the
new soheme of army reform no man will be
allowed to superintend the killing of his
fellow-creatures officially merely becanse he
has money in his purse, we can hardly ocon-
tinue to allow Dives to purchase the privilege
of superintending the spiritnal welfare of
Lazarus. In faot, the slanghter of bodies and
the salvation of sounls must be placed on the
game footing. A parish full of sinners is no
doubt a great luxury, but is far too sacred a
subject for the auctioneer's hammer, and a
new lock must be devised for the pulpit
which cannot be picked hE a golden key.
—Whatever may be the nltimate fate of
Turkey, there can be no doubt that she is
struggling hard not only to preserva her ex-
istence but also to become & groat nation,
We learn from the Turquiz that a commitiee
bad been formed for the translation into
Turkish of the literary and scientific works of
the most eminent writers of all nations. If
this new schems is carried out in real earnest
the youth of Turkey, it is hoped, will be ini-
tiated into those intellectual masterpieces
which are the charm of the whole world,
